SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
stated: ‘“‘During March 19 our 
troops engaged the enemy in the 
same directions as before.” ' 

The supplement said: “On the 
western front our troops occupied a 
number of inhabited localities. - The 
enemy is suffering very heavy losses. 
During the capture of a number of 
trenches’ about 400 of thd enem 
were wiped out. Booty included ' 
guns and two munition dumps. 

“In the area of the middle course 
of the Northern Donetz our troops 
were engaged in fierce fighting with 
large forces of enemy tanks and 
infantry. The ‘north’ unit re- 
pelled several German attacks. 
destroying 14 tanks, three armoured 
cars, 12 guns and killing 600 of the 
enemy. 

“The Germans, after bringing 
reinforcements, sugceeded in pressing 
back our ultits, but by a determined 
counter-attack the position was re- 
trieved. In another sector the 
enemy, ‘who possessed numerical 
superiority, succeeded in pressing 
back our troops at the cost of tre- 
mendous losses.”’

Dublin Wool 
Merchants to Pay 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne, in the High 
Court on circuit in Galway, yester- 
day, reversed Judge Wyse Power's 
dismiss on the merits, in the Circuit 
Court, and gave a decree for £40, 
with costs of both courts, in the 
case. in which Thomas O’Connell, 
Mirehill, Headford, Co. yt 
claimed £170 damages against C. E. 
Macaulay and Co., Ltd., 15 Hay- 
market, Dublin, for breach of con- 
tract, O’Connell’s case was that 
he was appointed as agent to buy 
wool for Messrs. Macaulay and Co., 
and that he suffered loss by reason 
of a breach of the contract. The 
defence was that Henry Macaulay’s 
offer to O’Connell was merely a pro- 
posal, which was not ratified in Dublin. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne held that 
Henry Macaulay had appointed 
O’Connell, and gave a decree as 
stated. 

As a sequel to the hearing in the 
Circuit Court, a summons has been 
issued on behalf of Messrs. Macaulay 
against Judge Wyse Power, claiming 
damages for slander,

TO TRANSFORM SCENE 


For a transformation of the Irish 
scene it would be necessary to have 
a non-sectarian Nationalist Party in 
Northern Ireland. But even then 
the transformation gcene could not 
begin in earnest.. For that they 
would have to wait until the twenty- 
six counties resumed full sovereignty 
in the financial as well as in the 
political sphere. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe said that 
fundamentally partition was mainly 
a Northern question. He believed 
that England would never do any- 
thing active to end partition, and 
he did not believe that the people 
in the South could do anything 
directly to end it. But the Northern 
Nationalists were in the front- 
line trenches and they by wise 
action could do a great deal.

Whatever excuse the Northern Pro- 
testants had for their attitude, the 
Southern Protestants, who made 
money out of the Catholic popula- 
tion, and who opposed everything 
that was dearest to their Catholic 
neighbours, had adopted a contemp- 
tible attitude. The Protestants in 
the South had been . generously 
treated—in some ways over gene- 
rously—but there was _. onl a 
minority of them who accepted the 
Nationalist position. In this country 
bigotry, he said, was a purely Pro- 
testant vice.
